Conifers 

The  plants  which  we  offer  are  well  grown,  properly  transplanted  and  pruned ; the  varieties  which 
need  it  have  been  staked  up.  There  are  no  better  plants  in  the  market. 

We  will  dig  the  plants  with  ball  of  earth  and  will  burlap  same  at  cost,  if  desired.  We  recommend 
however  to  have  the  smaller  sizes  shipped  without  balls,  properly  puddled. 

We  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  varieties  : 

Juniperus  squamata  meyeri,  a most  artistically  growing  variety  of  an  intense  Koster  Spruce— blue. 

Juniperus  virginiana  keteleeri,  an  upright  growing  variety  of  great  distinction,  light  green,  forming  a 
well  shaped  pyramid;  it  is  always  free  of  insect  pests  and  diseases. 

Juniperus  virginiana  kosteri,  a very  valuable  variety.  It  resembles  Juniperus  sinensis  pfitzeriana  but 
kosteriana  grows  more  horizontally.  This  is  a very  great  advantage,  as  heavy  snow  will  not  break 
the  branches  ; it  is  considerably  greener  than  pfizeriana. 

All  three  are  perfectly  hardy.

Lilacs 

Our  Lilacs  are  grafted  or  budded  very  low  on  privet;  they  will  quickly  get  on  own  roots  after  trans- 
planting provided  the  union  is  placed  about  four  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

A very  interesting  article  about  Lilacs  appeared  in  the  Florists’  Exchange  of  September  22,  1923,  in 
which  Mr.  John  Dunbar,  of  Highland  Park,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  the  great  Lilac  authority,  highly 
recommends  lilacs  grown  on  privet. 

In  a separate  list  we  have  classified  the  lilacs  we  grow  under  seven  “Color  Headings,”  recommend- 
ing a couple  of  the  very  choicest  singles  and  doubles  under  each  heading.  If  you  will  write  for  this 
list  we  will  be  glad  to  send  a copy.

This  cross  originated  a new  race  of  tall  growing 
Lilacs,  which  expand  their  flowers  before  those  now  known.

Rhododendron  hybrids. 

The  plants  which  we  offer  are  well  shaped  plants  with  flowerbuds,  their  number  depends  upon  the 
size  of  the  plants.  Our  Rhododendrons  are  grown  without  irrigation  and  without  shade, consequently 
they  will  stand  pretty  severe  winters  without  injury. 

We  are  still  limited  in  the  number  of  varieties  ; we  do  not  intend  to  grow  a large  collection  and  will 
only  grow  such  which  have  proven  satisfactory  in  this  climate. 

We  recommend  Fall  planting,  by  planting  in  the  Fall  the  plants  will  flower  in  the  Spring  with  well 
developed  flowers  and  already  the  first  season  they  will  make  a normal  growth. 

Rhododendrons  love  a moist,  cool  soil ; this  condition  can  be  secured  if  the  following  instructions  are 
carried  out.  Dig  large,  deep  holes  which  must  be  filled  in  with  good  soil,  mixed  with  peatmoss  as 
imported  from  Germany  or  Holland  or  with  some  other  fertile  acid  soil.  Break  up  the  ball  of  the 
Rhododendron  when  the  plant  is  put  in  the  hole  and  fill  the  soil  well  in  between  the  roots.  Do  not 
make  a hill  around  the  plants  but  rather  leave  a basin  in  which  the  surface  water  may  collect. 

After  planting,  mulch  the  plants  with  4 to  6 inches  of  pine  needles,  leaves,  shredded  cornstalks,  old 
decayed  manure,  peatmoss  or  anything  that  will  prevent  the  soil  from  drying  out.  Do  not  water  in- 
discriminately, only  when  the  soil  is  getting  dry,  but  give  the  plants  a thorough  soaking  late  in  the 
Fall  before  the  frost  sets  in. 

After  flowering,  carefully  remove  the  stems  bearing  the  seedpods  without  hurting  the  young  shoots 
which  develop  around  this  stem.
